Much has been said recently 
about Nike's international labour 
practices. While critics feel that Phil 
Knight, CEO of Nike is the third 
coming of the anti-Christ, supporters 
believe that Knight is making impor- 
tant steps towards improving labour 
conditions in Indonesian. Vietnam- 
ese and Thailand factories. 

What does the swoosh sym- 
bolize? Is it a symbol of oppression, 
or just a nifty and popular clothing 
logo? 

Indonesian Factory Worker Wages 

Nike recently made claims that 
they now pay Indonesian factory 
employees more than the country's 
set minimum wage. Though this is 
true, critics claim that Nike still needs 
to pay at least a sustenance wage to 
workers. 

Though it sounds strange to 
have a national minimum wage set 
below sustenance-level necessities, 
the Indonesian currency collapse has 
left quite the legacy, bringing wages 
rock-bottom. Nike, in an attempt to 
either better Indonesian people's 
lives, or to promote the company as 
ethical has raised minimum wages by 
about 35%. Critics claim that Nike 
had to comply with national stand- 
ards while supporters claim that Nike 
took the liberty of raising wages them- 
selves. Evidence suggests the former 
to be true. Workers took the streets in 
protest while there was doubt whether 
or not Nike would pay the new mini- 
mum wage and Jim Small, Nike 
spokesperson, was quoted as saying, 
"Indonesia is in trouble of pricing 
itself out of the market." 

The real kicker is that Indone- 
sian workers make $2.46 US per day. 
This translates to $63.96 a month, or 
about 30% below living condition 
pay. It also means that they have to 
save pretty much all of their money 
for two months just to buy a pair of 
shoes that they produce. 

Labour only accounts for 4% 
of their production. Even worse, the 
numbers suggest that if Nike diverted 
only 3% of their advertising budget 
into labour wages, sustenance levels 
would be met. 

Problems with Diverting . 
Advertising Moneys 

Phil Knight in a recent press 
conference came face to face with 
several issues regarding foreign la- 
bour practices. One issue in particu- 
lar that Knight focused on was di- 
verting advertising moneys into la- 
bour costs. This, he said would be a 
crucial mistake on Nike's behalf. He 
justified paying Jordon and Woods, 
as well as several other Nike 
spokespeople millions of dollars by 
saying that advertising works. If it 
weren't for advertising, Nike 
wouldn't sell as many shoes as they 
do and jobs would be lost. 

Though there may be truth to 
the statement, the question is who 
should the 3% advertising revenue 
go towards? For people to live or 
more money for celebrity 
spokespeople? Will a 3% decrease in 
advertising make a difference? Nike 
spends $975 million dollars world- 
wide to make sure that you and I 
know about the swoosh. A 3% de- 
crease amounts to nearly $30 mil- 
lion, which makes Phil Knight think 
diverting these funds is a crucial er- 



ror. Alternatively, Phil Knight could 
afford to take tl)e cut himself. His 
fourth quarter net earnings alone 
amounted to $80 million. 

Indoor Pollution 

Now here is a rather serious 
problem, which protest movements 
seem to be moving Nike towards. 
Last January Nike hired a private 
monitor (Ernst and Young) to screen 
working conditions in Vietnamese 
factories. Studies revealed and were 
leaked to the New York Times that 
factory workers were being subjected 
to the poisonous chemical Toluene at 
177 times the acceptable level. 

Nike recently countered these 
allegations, claiming that over 80% 
of their shoes now used a water- 
based cement for sole bonding onto 
the shoes. The only shoes that Nike 
cannot yet cement together with wa- 
ter are cleated shoes, which only ac- 
count for roughly 15%oftheirshoes. 

Just a few weeks ago, Phil 
Knight made announcements about 
Nike's new position, adopting US 
Occupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration (OSHA) indoor airqual- 
ity standards for all footwear facto- 
ries. "By the end of this calendar 
year, all Nike shoe factories will meet 
OSHA's indoor air quality," said 
Knight. 

Skeptics believe that these are 
just more idle promises, though Nike 
has made good on their vow to bring 
in more non-government organiza- 
tions to monitor and make public 
these findings. Some wage reports 
look more positive than the numbers 
indicate but pollution issues are still 
a concern. 

Outdoor Pollution 

There haven't been any real 
beefs about outdoor pollution. Nike 
has made several announcements to- 
wards combating outdoor pollution. 
They are probably one of the most 
conscientious about pollution, which 
is unique considering the other prob- 
lems that they are having. In their 
someone abstract agenda, Nike stated 
the following about outdoor pollu- 
tion: 

"Whatever sport you play, you 
couldn't do it without fresh air to 
breathe, clean water to drink and solid 
ground under your feet. But when 
you're focused on that inside hoop 
drive, winning goal or final sprint to 
the finish, it's almost too easy to take 
your surroundings for granted. It's 
easy to think that nature will always 
provide for all our sporting activities. 
However, when you get right down 
to it, this great green outdoor play- 
ground of ours is downright vulner- 
able. We ask a lot from the earth. It's 
only fitting that it should be asking 
for something in return. 

"Think about how sluggish 
you feel when you're out of shape. A 
few pounds overweight. A lack of 
muscle definition. Now think about 
how the earth feels. It's carrying 
around tons of excess waste, it's los- 
ing large quantities of natural re- 
sources on a daily basis. You could 
say that the earth is badly out of 
shape." 

The way Nike sees it, a clean, 
healthy environment is essential not 
only to the future of the human race 
but to the future of sports. That means 
ourbusiness - your playground. With- 
out an outdoor playground, there 



would be nowhere to play. To this 
end, Nike has made the following 
commitments: 

• To develop, through innovative 
design and teamwork, a sustain- 
ing business. 

• Toconserve resources, cut waste, 
and reduce our impact on the 
environment within the context 
of our business practices. 

• To educate and encourage the 
participation of our employees, 
consumers, business partners and 
competitors in ecological 
endeavors. 

To foster responsible outdoor 
athleticism and stewardship to 
preserve and restore the planet's 
outdoor playgrounds. 

"In everything we do at Nike, 
from the research and design, manu- 
facturing, sale and recycling of our 
products to facil ity programs and pub- 
lic outreach, we look for ways to 
apply these principles globally to all 
our business practices. One of Nike ' s 
champion ecological concerns is the 
impact our product has on the envi- 
ronment. We're ultimately seeking 
to align the life cycles of all Nike 
footwear, apparel, equipment and 
accessories as closely as possible with 
natural cycles. Consider the life cy- 
cle of a shoe. The path a Nike shoe 
runs - from design to manufacturing 
to marketing to post consumer use - 
can be compared to any type of ath- 
letic endeavor. Each step, firom se- 
lecting the right gear to teaming to- 
gether, is as important as the next in 
meeting the sporting challenge. 

"In this ecological challenge, 
our utmost goal lies in 
eventually closing the 
loop on our product 
cycle, thereby reduc- 
ing impact and elimi- 
nating waste. When we 
reach this point we'll 
be entering the win- 
ner' s circle. Until then, 
we're making every 
step we take count. 

"When design- 
ing Nike products we 
like to think we're de- 
signing not just for 
better athletic gear but 
for a better future. 
While maintaining 
Nike's strict standards 
for durability, per- 
formance and aesthet- 
ics, our research and 
design specialists are 
constantly seeking 
new ways to incorpo- 
rate earth-friendly ma- 
terials into our prod- 
ucts. So far we're us- 
ing high quality recy- 
cled materials for the 
outsoles, upper mate- 
rials, shoe laces, shoe 
linings, sockliners and 
innersoles of Nike 
shoes. To reach our 
ultimate goal of 
greening the supply 
chain, we seek partner- 
ships with ecologi- 
cally-responsible sup- 
pliers who have made 
a commitment to 
sound business prac- 
tices." 

Nike also com- 
mented that they recy- 
cle old shoes and have 



various strategies to get their workers 
to car pool, walk, or find alternative 
methods of getting to work other than 
driving. 

Even though complaints have 
not generally been raised about pollu- 
tion, other human rights organizations 
rightfully question what employers are 
doing to their employees. 

In one case, a July 1 997 study 
of working conditions in Nike con- 
tract factories in southern China con- 
ducted by the Asian Monitor Resource 
Centre and the Hong Kong Christian 
Industrial Committe showed that some 
women had to work regular shifts of 
ten to twieve hours a day for as little as 
sixteen cents an hour. On top of that, 
some were forced to work an addi- 
tional two to four hours overtime. 

In another incident on March 
8, 1997, 56 women in a Vietnamese 
factory were forced to run around the 
factory in the hot sun until a dozen of 
them fainted and had to be hospital- 
ised. The punishment was for not 
wearing regulation shoes to work. 

Finally, in Vietnam, during the 
first two years of operation, one fac- 
tory official had been convicted of 
physically abusing workers. A second 
fled the country during a police inves- 
tigation of sexual abuse charges. A 
third is under indictment for abusing 
workers. 

The problem doesn't end in the 
Pacific Rim. Canadians have also 
been hit by Nike. The closing of the 
Cambridge Bauer plant left four hun- 



dred workers without jobs and a 
five-year sponsorship with the Ca- 
nadian Hockey Assocition. Accord- 
ing to the Globe and Mail, Nike was 
at the time unable to fulfill they're 
bargain until a new plant could be 
opened in Asia. The reason for this, 
naturally, was the amount of money 
they had to pay workers in Asia. 

These are only a few exam- 
ples of what Nike has done in the 
corporate world. Phil Knight says 
that it's not all that bad and that 
Nike, in fact, treats their employees 
better than most clothiers. Knight 
believes that Nike is just being 
targetted because of their popular- 
ity. 

He also recognizes that 
something must be done and that 
Nike is taking steps in the right 
direction. Why things ever went in 
the diretion of violating human rights 
is baffling. Perhaps Nike could be 
taking these steps in the right direc- 
tion for a couple of different rea- 
sons: either they see that what they 
are doing is actually wrong or they 
realize that their recent down-turn 
in profits are the result of constant 
protests against Nike. One way or 
another, Nike is being forced to alter 
their labour practices, though per- 
haps not fast enough. 

Are Nike's new moves go- 
ing to make up for what they've 
done? Does the swoosh represent 
oppressive behaviour or a coming 
to a new level of decency in the 
apparrel industry? 




Phil Knight, CEO of Nike 
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Helping Those With Eating Disorders

Eating disorders are more and 
more prevalent in society today, as 
our image of what our bodies should 
look like and the reality we live in get 
further and further apart. Today, the 
average North American model is 
5'8" and 115 pounds; the average 
North American female is 5 '3" and 
144 pounds. Obviously, there is a 
message out there that our natural, 
healthy bodies are not acceptable. 

Two of the most troublesome 
eating disorders are anorexia ner- 
vosa, a syndrome characterized by 
an intense fear of becoming fat, low 
self-esteem, and intense body dissat- 
isfaction resulting in self-induced 
starvation, and bulimia nervosa, a 
syndrome characterized by binge eat- 
ing, followed by self-induced vomit- 
ing, excessive exercise, laxative 
abuse, diuretic abuse, and/or fasting. 

Food is not necessarily the 
issue when it comes to eating disor- 
ders; they usually result from feel- 
ings of guilt or shame, feelings of 
inadequacy, perfectionism, low self- 
esteem, or feelings of lack of control 
over one's life. In the Sudbury 
Manitoulin region, using current rates, 
it can be estimated that between the 
ages of 15-44 years, 1% of women 
have anorexia nervosa (about 439 
people), 2-3% have bulimia nervosa 
(about 1479 people), and 5-8% have 
moderate symptoms of an eating dis- 
order (up to 2464 people). Although 
anorexia typically starts in the teens, 
cases are now being reported in the 8- 
1 1 year old range, and anorexics are 
still found in the upper thirties, for- 
ties, and older. 

Anorexia and bulimia are dis- 
orders which can affect anyone. Luck- 
ily , they are also disorders that can be 
cured with experienced help and sup- 
port from those closest to the suf- 
ferer. 

It can be very difficult for the 



family and friends of an anorexic or 
bulimic to help them through their 
period of mental and physical heal- 
ing. Anorexics and bulimics, when 
first approached, will usually deny 
that anything is wrong, to the point of 
aggression and accusation. Usually, 
they will discuss their problem with 
someone when they feel ready to talk 
about it. Knowing that you're wor- 
ried may make it easier for them to 
open up, however, so it is good to 
express your concern for their health. 
It is also important to avoid power 
struggles around food and eating; 
forcing food on an anorexic or trying 
to "guilt" them into eating will not 
work and will probably make matters 
worse. Comments on the appearance 
of the person, whether positive or 
negative, won't help, as the person is 
already overly fixated on their ap- 
pearance to adangerous degree. Talk- 
ing about their appearance will only 
make them worry more about it. 

Everyone will heal at their 
own pace; an anorexic or bulimic 
will have a great deal of trouble 
releaming normal eating habits, and 
being rushed along won't help. In- 
stead, continue being supportive and 
understanding, and they will be less 
worried about pleasing others. It can 
sometimes take years for someone to 
start dealing with an eating disorder; 
patience is crucial. Blaming them or 
accusing them of "doing it to hurt 
me" will accomplish nothing; despite 
the distress the eating disorder causes, 
it can be hard to let it go and start all 
over again. Don't be their therapist. 
Just be their friend. Help them if they 
need help. Love them uncondition- 
ally. The rest they '11 have to do them- 
selves. 

One of the first essential steps 
to overcoming an eating disorder is 
learning how to eat healthily. A 
healthy meal plan provides the over 
52 essential nutrients needed to main- 
tain the human body in top shape; 
that is why it is important to eat a 



wide- variety of foods, in order to 
ensure that one is getting every nutri- 
ent necessary. As weight gain occurs, 
the person may become depressed or 
demoralized. It is important that they 
understand that everyone has a set 
weight, determined by their genes, 
which is the healthiest weight for 
their body. It may not fit supermodel 
sizes, but at this weight you'll feel 
healthy and alive, which beats 36-24- 
36 any day. Besides, if you try to 
lower your body weight below this 
set point, your metabolism will slow 
down, and you may even gain weight 
as your body tries to keep stable. 
Better to accept your natural body 
size and enjoy it, and the diversity of 
different bodies around you. 

The sheer amount of money 
people spend on dieting and reshap- 
ing their bodies yearly is staggering, 
and it proves that weight prejudice is 
out there: our society spends $33 
billion yearly on the diet industry, 
$20 billion yearly on the cosmetic 
industry, and $300 million yearly on 
cosmetic surgery. There are many 
options open to those who want to 
fight weight prejudice: 

1 . Challenge weight prejudice in 
the media. Write to advertisers and 
programmers expressing how you feel 
about programs and commercials that 
promote narrow images related to 
body size and shape. 

2. Boycott the diet industry. 
Don't diet; don't sign up for dieting 
programs; don't buy "diet shakes" or 
any of the paraphernalia related to 
dieting you see at the grocery store. 
Instead, eat healthy and e x e r - 
cise. It's much better for you, and 
keeps some of that $33 billion in your 
pockets. 

3. Do your best to promote the 
idea of healthy body shapes instead 
of Kate Moss-like body images. If 
people can start to recognize the value 
of healthy body shapes, it will be the 
first step back towards satisfaction 
with our own bodies. 



New Budget, New Attitude: 

The Alternative Federal Budget

The Canadian Federation of 
Students have released its annual 
Alternative Federal Budget. The 
AFB, not surprisingly, recommends 
reinvestment in transfer payments. 

"Martin 'scuts have increased 
poverty and created a social deficit - 
now is the time to reinvest in transfer 
payments and fund new measures 
such as a national system of grants," 
said Jennifer Story, National Deputy 
Chairperson on the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students and member of 
the Alternative Federal Budget 1999 
Steering Committee. 

Included in the AFB is the 
National Post-Secondary Education 
Act. The act is meant to define and 
maintain the Federal Government's 
role in financing and regulating post- 
secondary education. "Post-second- 
ary education in Canada is in crisis 
because of billions of dollars in cuts 



to transfer payments. In the year 
following the so-called "education 
budget" the crisis has only gotten 
worse," noted Story. "Boutique pro- 
grams like the Millennium Scholar- 
ship simply will not work. You can't 
cut more than $3 billion from educa- 
tion and training funding and expect 
that providing $300 million a year in 
scholarships is going to fix the dam- 
age," concluded Story. 

The proposed budget intends 
to put people before profits by rein- 
vestment in transfer payments to the 
provinces. The AFB puts forward 
economic priorities that would as- 
sure students and all Canadians with 
access to premium health care serv- 
ices, to quality post-secondary edu- 
cation and to excellent social assist- 
ance programs. 

As well as improving both 
post-secondary education costs and 
quality, the budget proposes to im- 
prove health care. "Thirty years after 
Canadians built a publicly funded, 
universal health care system. Medi- 
care is in crisis," said Pat Armstrong, 



Director of Canadian Studies at 
Carleton University and chair of the 
AFB health policy committee. "In its 
lopsided battle against the deficit, 
Ottawa has walked away from its 
responsibility as the guardian of 
Medicare. Our budget, by contrast, 
recognizes the critical role the fed- 
eral government must play in the 
health care system and presents a 
comprehensive, multi-year plan to 
ensure that all Canadians, no matter 
where they live, receive the care they 
need when they need it." 

The AFB proposes to pay an 
extra $22 billion in health care over 
the next six years. 

The entire budget depends on 
the Federal Government adopting the 
plan, which is doubtful. The govern- 
ment has shown little sign of revert- 
ing back into huge provincial transfer 
payments. Tlie Millennium Scholar- 
ships suggest that the government is 
willing to put a little more support 
into post-secondary education but not 
as much as they used to. It's a CFS 
pipe dream.

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Backlash Against

I was recently asked and 
agreed to have Mr. Alan Maki ad- 
dress my first-year Introduction to 
Political Science class. I did so be- 
cause I believe his case would help 
my students come to grips with the 
significance of constitutional rights 
in political life and with some of the 
differences and similarities between 
the political institutions and cultures 
of Canada and the United States. 

As I am sure you are aware, 
Mr. Maki and his wife and children 
have lived in Canada since 1 990 when 
they entered the country illegally from 
the United States. They now face 
deportation but lay claim to the status 
of political refugees on the grounds 
that their flightfrom the United States 
and illegal entry into Canada were 
precipitated by a campaign of harass- 
ment and intimidation, orchestrated 
by agencies of the U.S. government 
such as the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation and involving members of 
right-wing extremist organization and 
directed against Mr. Maki's commu- 
nist political beliefs and activities, a 
campaign that culminated in shots 
being fired at his son while he was 
waiting for a school bus. 



No serious student of the po- 
litical history and culture of the United 
States could doubt that Mr. Maki's 
claim has at least a prima facie plau- 
sibility. Furthermore, it is arguably 
the case that legislation such as the 
Communist Control Act effectively 
denies to a category of individuals 
defined by their political beliefs fun- 
damental rights against the unwar- 
ranted intrusion of the state en- 
trenched in the U.S. Bill of Rights 
and, since 1982, in the Canadian 
Charter ofRights and Freedoms. Such 
legislation represents a standing threat 
to the democratic rights and freedoms 
of everyone, not least because the 
very existence of a category of indi- 
viduals, whether these individuals are 
called "communists" or "witches", 
who hold their rights merely at the 
whim of state authorities is a stand- 
ing invitation to circumvent constitu- 
tional rights: under such legislation, 
the F.B.I, has apparently seen fit to 
keep tabs on such dangerous 
subversives as Groucho (no relation 
to Karl) Marx and Frank Sinatra. 

I understand that U.S. authori- 
ties refuse to release a substantial 
number of papers needed by the Makis 
and their lawyers in order to docu- 
ment the role of U.S. government 
agencies in the campaign of harass- 
ment and so to present their claim to 
political refugee stams fiilly and fairly. 
The refusal of the U.S. authorities is 
hardly surprising; if, indeed, the Maki 
claim has merit, a more cooperative 
stance would be surprising. What is 
surprising, if I am correctly informed, 
is that the Canadian Immigration and 
Refugee Board has refused even to 
request the relevant documents from 
the U.S. authorities. I can understand 
that Canadian authorities would not 
want unnecessarily to embarrass their 



U.S. counterparts but if the potential 
embarrassment even of powerful m- 
terests is allowed to put blinders on 
the investigation of alleged viola- 
tions of fundamental rights, then per- 
haps our situation would be clearer if 
we simply admitted that we don't 
really believe that all individuals are 
entitled to fundamental rights. 

I ask, in order that justice can 
be done, that Canadian authorities, 
including yourself and the Honour- 
able Lloyd Axworthy, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, use their influence 
in helping to obtain the documents 
sought by the Makis. I ask, in order 
that justice can be done, that you 
arrange that the Refugee Board hear- 
ing of the Maki case can be held in 
public. I suggest, in the event that 
these measures prove impolitic, that 
it may be in the interest of all con 
cemed that ministerial discretion be 
used on humani tarian grounds I o grant 
the Maki family landed immigrant 
status. 

In speaking to my class, Mr. 
Maki issued an impromptu rhetorical 
invitation to you or to someone from 
your Department to present "the other 
side of the story" on the handhng of 
his case and on the issues of funda- 
mental rights and government of)en- 
ness raised by his case. I was initially 
somewhat taken aback by this "invi- 
tation" but, upon reflection, it might 
contribute importantly to my stu- 
dents' education in government and 
politics. So allow me to invite you to 
address my class, at your conven- 
ience, on the aforementioned sub- 
jects.

The Writer's Block 



Dear Writer's Block, 



I have a real problem with commas — 
/ don't know where to place them! 
Because of this, I lose a lot of mark on 
my assignments that I shouldn't have 
to. What do I do? 

Confused About Commas 

Dear Confused, 

The placement (or misplacement) of 
commas is one of the most common 
errors found in writing. Commas are 
used in many instances. They are 
used to separate ideas, or clauses, 
within a sentence. Without them, 
complicated sentences, with more 
than one idea backing up the subject, 
would not make sense. The follow- 
ing sentence will serve as an exam- 
ple: 



Because she had eaten too much gar- 
lic, Doris was unpopular with her 
friends for the rest of the day. 

The comma in this sentence sepa- 
rates the subject, "Doris," from the 
reason of her unpopularity . The phrase 
"Because she had eaten too much 
garlic" is dependent on the subject of 
Doris; it needs to be joined to the rest 
of the sentence with a comma to 
make sense. 

Another instance in which 
commas should be used is in a paral- 
lel series. A parallel series is a series 
of listed subjects written in the same 
tense. Here is an example: 

Because I trust in democracy, be- 
cause I have faith in the people, and 
because I believe in a judicial system, 
I am sure that the jurors will find me 
innocent. 



OR 

He was short, heavy, and balding. 

In both of these examples, the com- 
mas separate ideas that parallel each 
other grammatically. While there are 
other uses of the comma, these seem 
to be the most common. In ALL 
instances, they are used to separate 
complete ideas from phrases that 
modify them (as in the first exam- 
ple), or words or phrases in lists. 
They give writers the freedom to 
completely work out their ideas. If 
all this sounds daunting, it should 
not. Commas are strictly mechanical 
and can be learned through practice. 
If you are not sure where to put a 
comma, read your sentence aloud; 
in many cases, the comma will go 
where you naturally pause.

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February is Black History Month 



A full appreciation of the celebra- 
tion of Black History Month requires 
a review and reassessment of the so- 
cial and academic climate that pre- 
vailed in the Western world, and es- 
pecially in North America before 
1 926 when Black History Mondi was 
established. 

It is important to recall that be- 
tween 1619 and 1 926, African Ameri- 
cans and other people of African de- 
scent were classified as a race that 
had not made any contribution to 
human civilization. Within the pub- 
lic and private sector, African Ameri- 
cans and other people of African de- 
scent were continually dehumanized 
and relegated to the position of non- 
citizens and often defined as frac- 
tions of humans. It is estimated that 
between 1890 and 1925, an African 
American was lynched every two- 
and-a-half days. 

The academic and intellectual 
community was no different from the 
bulk of the mainstream mindset. 
Peoples of African descent were vis- 
ibly absent in any scholarship or in- 
tellectual discourse that dealt with 
human civilization. 

African Americans were so dehu- 
manized and theirhistory so distorted 
in academia that "slavery, peonage, 
segregation, and lynching" were con- 
sidered justifiable conditions. In fact. 
Professor John Burgess, the founder 
of Columbia University graduate 
school of Political Science and an 
important figure in American schol- 
arship, defined the African race as "a 
race of men which has never created 
any civilization of any kind." 

In this kind of climate and the 



sensational, racist scholarship that 
inspired the talented and brilliant 
African American scholar. Dr. Carter 
Godwin Woodson to lead the strug- 
gle and search for the truth and insti- 
tutionalize what was than referred to 
as "Negro History Week." A Harvard 
trained Ph.D., Dr. Woodson dropped 
out of mainstream academia to de- 
vote his life to the scientific study of 
the African experience in America, 
Africa, and throughout the world. 

Under Woodson's direction and 
contributions from other African 
American and white scholars, the 
"Negro History Week" was launched 
on a serious platform in 1 926 to neu- 
tralize the apparent ignorance and 
deliberate distortion of Black His- 
tory. Meetings, exhibitions, lectures, 
and symposia were organized to cli- 
max the scientific study of the Afri- 
can experience throughout the year 
in order to give a more objective and 
scholarly balance in American and 
Worid History. 

Today, this international observ- 
ance has been expanded to encom- 
pass the entire month of February. 
The expansion, of course, has in- 
creased the number of days for cel- 
ebration, but its strength and impor- 
tance lie in the new meaning that has 
emerged. As Ralph L.Crowder points 
out in an article in the December 
1 977 issue of the Western Journal of 
Black Studies, "it is no longer suffi- 
cient to devote the entire month to the 
celebration of great Negro contribu- 
tions to the American mainstream." 

Most believe, like Dr. Crowder, 
that it is necessary to use the occasion 
to examine the collective ingenuity. 



creativity, cultural and political ex- 
perience of the masses of Africans 
and peoples of African descent. In 
North America, a variety of programs 
- including lectures, exhibitions, ban- 
quets, and a host of other cultural 
activities are presented throughout 
this month to commemorate the oc- 
casion. 

The month of February is signifi- 
cant and recognized in African Ameri- 
can history for the birthdays of the 
great African American pioneers and 
institutions. These include the birth- 
days of Frederick Douglass, W.E.B. 
DuBois, Langston Hughes, Eubie 
Blake, NAACP, and the first Pan 
African Congress. 

Black History Month takes on a 
paramount significance as we ap- 
proach the 2 1st century. Civil rights 
laws and celebrations such as Black 
History Month have exposed the le- 
gal consequences of overt discrimi- 
natory practices and racial harass- 
ment. The struggles for, and achieve- 
ment of independence by African 
countries in the 20th century have 
shown the strength, the humanity, the 
ingenuity, and the contributions of 
the African to human civilization. 

However, these revelations have 
not neutralized the prevalence of 
prejudicial attitudes which generate 
discriminatory acts both on a national 
and international level. But attitudes 
can change only through education 
and the elimination of ignorance. 
Black History Month should be the 
reaffirmation of struggle and deter- 
mination to change attitudes and 
heighten the understanding of the 
African experience. 



A Brief Look at Black History in Canada 



*The black presence in 
Canada began in 1629 when it is 
recorded that a six-year-old slave boy 
was brought with the English Kirke 
expedition to New France from Mada- 
gascar. 

*Slaves continued to be im- 
ported into New France and an act of 
1790 permitted free importation of 
slaves. 

*By the mid-eighteenth cen- 
tury there were about 1200 Black 
slaves in Quebec. 

* 1833 all slaves in the Brit- 
ish Empire were freed. 

*The Revolutionary War 
( 1 778- 1783) saw the first significant 
movement of Blacks either as slaves 
of Loyalists or as free people. The 
British offered American slaves free- 
dom if they would fight for the Brit- 
ish in the War. Over 3000 American 
Blacks arrived as free men in Canada 
after the War. 

* The majority of Blacks 
went to Nova Scotia. Disenchant- 
ment followed their settlement and in 
1 792 over 1 000 participated in a"back 
to Africa" movement, with Sierra 
Leone as their destination. 

* The M aroon , a grou p ori g i - 
nating in Jamaica followed the move 
to Sierra Leone in 1 800. The remain- 
ing black people look up residence in 
settlements first arranged in segre- 
gated communities. Most settlements 
were unsuccessful due to the inad- 



equacy of many land grants and the 
infertility of the soil so they had to 
move into other towns. This hap- 
pened in both Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. 

* The War of 1 8 1 2 brought 
a second wave of immigrants from 
America. The main destination was 
Nova Scotia and some went to New 
Brunswick. The result of the British 
encouragement was 2000 American 
Blacks coming North. 

*The influx of Americans 
resulted in deprivation for almost all 
involved due to the lack of prepara- 
tion. May 21,1 793 , Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor John Graves Simcoe inU^oduced 
a bill preventing the inu^oduction of 
further slaves into Upper Canada. 

* 1 829 the Executive Coun- 
cil of the Legislature of Lower Canada 
declared that slavery was not legal in 
Canada. 

* Between 1820 and 1860 it 
is estimated that the Black popula- 
tion of Upper Canada stood at 60 000 
most of whom were fugitive slaves 
crossing the United States-Canada 
border by way of the underground 
railway. 

*In the 1850's the laws of 
California began to limit the rights of 
freed Blacks. By 1858 Blacks began 
to arrive in Victoriafrom California; 
approximately 600 people came at 
this time. . 

*The land rush period of 



1890-1914 saw American Blacks 
come to the Prairies, largely from 
Oklahoma. There would have been a 
larger immigration into the West had 
an immigration act in 1910 allowing 
for selection of immigrant along ra- 
cial lines not been passed. 

♦Suppression of skills and 
denial of economic opportunity 
through theexercise of rigid discrimi- 
nation and segregation was one of the 
prime reasons for the exodus back to 
the United States between 1 870 and 
1920. 

*1920's attracted more 
American immigrants with jobs con- 
nected with the railroads. 

*In the first World War 
Blacks were discouraged from en- 
listing in the armed forces because it 
was thought that whites would refuse 
to serve with them. There are more 
examples of discrimination in 
Canada. In 1960, 85 percent of Black 
families in Halifax lived in inadequate 
housing. 

*In 1 969 the National Black 
Coalition of Canada was founded. 

♦Although only represent- 
ing approximately 4 percent of the 
total population of Canada, the Black 
communities of Canada have con- 
tributed to the growth and expansion 
of agriculture, mining, and railroad 
building. They have also added their 
cultural heritage to the expanding 
Canadian societv. 



Mae C. Jemison 



Mae C. Jemison was bom October 17th, 1956, in Decatur Alabama, 
She was the youngest of three children of Obariie and Dorothy Jemison. 
Raised in Chicago, she graduated from Morgan Park High School in 1 973. 
She earned a Bachelor of Science degree in Chemical Engineering from 
Stanford University in 1977, while also fiilfilling the requirements for a 
Bj\. in African-American studies. She attended medical school and 
obtained a MJ3. from Cornell University in 1981. While in medical 
school, she traveled to Cuba, Kenya, and Thailand providing primary 
medical care to people living there. 

Following medical school. Dr. Jemison served in the Peace Corps, 
from January 1983 to June 1985. She was stationed in Sierra Leone and 
Liberia. West Africa as the area Peace Corps medical officer. There, she 
supervised the pharmacy, laboratory, medical staff. She provided medi- 
cal care, wrote self -care manuals, developed and implemented guidelines 
for health and safety issues. She also had contact with and worked in 
conjunction with the Center for Disease Control for research on various 
vaccines. 

In 1985, after returning from the Peace Corps, Dr. Jemison secured a 
position with the CIGNA Health Plans of California, as a General 
Practitioner in LA. There she began attending graduate classes in 
engineering and applied to the National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration (NASA) fcT admission to the astronaut program. Her first 
application was rejected. Her second one, however, was accepted in 
1987. Mae Jemison became one of 15 candidates selected form over 
2000. 

Dr. Jemison successfully completed her astronaut training program in 
August 1988, becoming the fifth black astronaut and first black female 
astronaut in NASA history. In August 1992, SPACELAB J was a 
successfiil joint U.S. and Japanese science mission, making Mae Jemison 
the first black woman in space. The cooperative mission conducted 
experiments in materials processing and life sciences. 




Mary Ann Camberton (Cary) 
Shadd 



Bom the daughter of Abraham Doras Shadd ( a prominent black 
abolitionist) and Harriet Pamell on October 9, 1 823, Mary Ann Shadd 
later becanje the first woman in North America to become a editor of a 
newspaper. 

Bom in Wilmington Del, she was educated at a Quaker board- 
ing-school and later organized and taught at a school for black youths in 
Wilmington. Shadd also taught in New York City, Trenton, N.J. be- 
tween the years 1839 to 1850.1n 1849 she published Mnttto/A(?co/or^rf 
people of the North echoing her father's view that education, tfirift, and 
hard work were the means by which black people could achieve racial 
parity in America. Shadd then went on to publish ofter pamphlets that 
outlined her perennial themes: black independence and self-respect. 

In early 1853, with the help of fellow abolitionist Samuel 
Ringgold Ward, Shadd published the first edition of the newspaper 
Provincial Freeman. While Ward's name appeared as Editor it was 
Shadd who was the driving force behind the newspaper. "Hie papers 
publication waslntemipted several times because of financial problem. 
The paper was later moved to Chatham Upper Canada where Shadd 
continued as one of three editors. In 1856 Shadd married a black 
businessman Thomas Cary and returned to teaching after the Freeman's 
demise. Shadd continued to participate in both civil rights and equal 
rights movemuits in the United States until she died in the summer of 
.1893. 
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Josh Gibson 



Hall-of-Faraer Judy Johnson gave the youdg Josh Gibson his first 
tasteof professional baseball in 1930 when, on the basis of Gibson's local 
reputation, he allowed Gibson to don a Homestead Grays uniform to 
complete the game as catcher after the starter. Buck Ewing, suffered an 
injury. Gibson offered such a performance that the Grays signed him to 
a conu-act the very next day. This began Gibson's 16-year reign as the 
Negro Leagues' finest hitter. 

In his 13 seasons with the Homestead Grays and 3 seasons with Ac 
Pittsburgh Crawfords, Gibson toe* the league homerun title 9 times and 
on 4 occasions grabbed the league's hitting title as well. In a Mexican 
League Season played with Vera Cruz in 1941, Gibson won another 
homerun title and was the league leader in RBIs as well. 

Former teammate, Jimmie Crutchfield, recalled "Josh was a really 
gifted hitter. A natural hitter. He swung with terrific power, but he still 
had complete bat control. He could react to the curve ball and he ate 
fastbails up! There is no question that Josh was die best hitter in the Negro 
Leagues - the best anywhere of that time. As a catcher he was good, and 
heworkedreally hard at making himself better at defense. It paid off. By 
the time he passed away, he was probably one of the best catchers in the 
league." 

Many baseball historians claim Uiat Gibson hit more homeruns in a 
season than Marie McGwire did this past year, but because of poor record- 
taking practices at the time, there is no proof to substantiate that claim. 
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Ton! Morrison 



Bom Chloe Anthony Wofford ( 1 93 1 ), Toni Morrison was raised by 
her working class parents in the small town of Lorain, Ohio. After 
graduating ft^m Howard University in 1953 she completed her thesis at 
Cornell University. She later married Harold Morrison, a Jamaican archi- 
tect, and gave birth to their two sons Harold Ford and Slade. In 1964 she 
separated from her husband and moved to New York City with her sons, 
where she wcaked as a senior editor at Random House. Since this time 
Morrison has taught at Yale, Rutgers, and currently she teaches at 
Princeton University. 

Her first novel was published in 1 970 entitled The Bluest Eye. Her 
other works include Sula (1973), Song of Solomon (1977), Tar Baby 
(1 98 1 ), Beloved (1 987), emdJazz ( 1 992). One of her novels. Beloved, was 
recently jHtiduced as aHollywood film storing Oprah Winftey . Moirison's 
work explores the "unique cultural inheritance of black Americans in 
terms of utiiversal moral issues, namely, the tension between the indi- 
vidual and society and the problem of good and evil" according to tfie 
Norton Anthology Literature by Women. 

Aside firom having been established as one of America's formost 
writers Toni Morrison received the Pulitzer Prize in 1 988 for her work. In 
1993 Morrison received the Nobel Prize for literature, thus becoming the 
first Black Woman to win tiie Nobel Prize. 




The Impact of the Black Panthers 



The Black Panther Party for Self- 
Defense was founded in October 
1 966, by Huey P. Newton and Bobby 
Scale, black militants from Oakland, 
California. It was formed on the 
issues of a ten-point program calling 
for Black Power, full employment, 
the "overdue debt of forty acres and 
two mules," decent housing," educa- 
tion that "teaches our true history," 
black exemption from military serv- 
ice, an end to brutality, freedom for 
all Black prisoners, trials with "peer 
group" juries, and a UN plebicite 
"throughout the black colony" for 
determining the "will of black people 
as to their national destiny." 

Most of America was falsely 
convinced by the media that the Black 
Panthers were at war with the whole 
white power structure. Their mili- 
tancy towards the police was a defen- 
sive action against the abuse that this 
arm of the government's army com- 
mitted against them. As they ex- 
plained, "it is not in the panther's 
nature to attack anyone first, but when 
he is attacked and backed into a cor- 
ner, he will respond viciously and 
wipe out the aggressori" 

Newton and Scale were influenced 
by the teachings of Malcolm X, and 
the work of the late Martinique psy- 
chiatrist, Franz Fanon, author of The 
Wretched of the Earth (1965). As 



students of Merit College in Oakland, 
they had organized a Soul Students' 
Advisory Council , which was the first 
group to demand that what became 
known as African-American studies 
should be included in the school 
cirriculum. They parted ways with 
the council when their proposal to 
bring a drilled and armed squad of 
ghetto youths onto campus, in com- 
memoration of Malcolm X's birth- 
day, the year after his assassination, 
was rejected. 

The founding of the Black 
Panther Party was heavily supported 
by the African American community 
and chapters opened up throughout 
the country. Eldridge Cleaver, au- 
thor of Soul on Ice ( 1 968) joined the 
party in 1967. Cleaver became an 
important organizer for the Panthers, 
and took over the party's direction 
when Scale was later arrested for 
armed invasion of the State Assem- 
bly in Sacramento and Newton was 
jailed for the murder of a police of- 
ficer. Cleaver organized Newton's 
defense until he was forced to flee to 
Cuba in 1968. In alliance with the 
Peace and Freedom Party, the Black 
Panther Party set up candidates in 
both the national and California state 
elections in 1968. Eldridge Cleaver 
was made the coalition's presidential 
candidate. 

The Black Panthers felt that armed 
struggle was the only way to resist 



their oppression. They drew much 
attention from the media, and the 
wrath of the police and FBI, by carry- 
ing loaded firearms in public. This 
symbolic and legal act was taken by 
racist police officers to be a threat . 
Instead of being seen as a militant yet 
productive organization, which sup- 
ported its community through serv- 
ices such as free meal programs and 
educational classes, it was attacked 
as an aggressive subversive force to 
the American way of life. Tensions 
mounted between the Panthers and 
the police, and eventually escalated 
into a 1968 shootout in Oakland. 
Newton later made the statement that 
"every time you go to execute a white 
racist Gestapo cop, you are defend- 
ing yourself." Cleaver more aggres- 
sively responded "A black pig, a white 
pig, a yellow pig, a pink pig - a dead 
pig is the best pig of all. We encour- 
age people to kill them." The FBI 
operation .COINTELPRO, desU-oyed 
the Panthers, in time, with a string of 
arrests, murders and forced exiles. 

Before the demise of the Black 
Panthers, they were able to make a 
huge impact on America, both physi- 
cally and inspirationally. They 
brought attention to the problems of 
the African- American community in 
America, and the issue of police bru- 
tality, in a time of a great deal of 
social unrest which threatened to tear 
at the very fabric of civilized society.

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Martin Luther King Jr. 






Bom in Atlanta on January 
15, 1929, Martin Luther King Jr. was 
raised in the African-Afnerican Bap- 
tist Church. His father, Martin Luther 
King Sr. was a well known civil rights 
leader, and a pastor of the Ebenezer 
Baptist church. Although King Jr. 
disagreed with the religious emotion- 
alism and questioned the literal inter- 
pretations of scripture, he admired 
his father who saw the church as a 
instrument for improving the lives of 
African Americans. 

King studied to become a 
minister at Morehouse College and 
later did his theological studies at 
Crozer Theological Seminary in 
Chester, Pennsylvania. He received 
his doctorate in systematic theology 
in 1955 at Boston University. After 
completing his education he accepted 
the pastorate of Dexter Avenue Bap- 
tist Church in Montgomery Alabama. 

On December 5, 1955 five 
days after Rosa Parks refused to obey 
Montgomery city rules mandating 
segregation buses, black residents 
launched a bus boycott and elected 
King as president of the newly-formed 
Montgomery Improvement Associa- 
tion. 

As the boycott continued 
King gained national prominence due 
to his excellent oratorical skills and 



personal courage. Although his house 
was bombed and he was arrested with 
other boycott leaders, the movement 
was not surprised. The Montgomery 
buses were desegregated in Decem- 
ber, 1956, after the Untied States 
Supreme Court declared the segrega- 
tion laws of Alabama unconstitu- 
tional. 

In 1957, King and other 
southern black ministers founded the 
Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference (SCLC) in which King was 
president. The main goal of the SCLC 
was black voting rights outlined when 
he spoke at the Lincoln Memorial 
during the 1957 Prayer Pilgrimage 
for Freedom. 

His first book was published 
in 1958, Stride Toward Freedom: 
The Montgomery Story. The follow- 
ing year King spent time in India 
increasing his understanding of 
Gandhian non-violent strategies. In 
1959 he resigned from Dexter and 
moved to Atlanta where the SCLC 
headquarters were located and where 
he could assist his father as pastor of 
Ebenezer. 

During the five years after 
the Montgomery boycott King had 
not mobilized mass protest activity 
where southern black college stu- 
dents took the initiative, launching a 
wave of sit in protects and forming 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinat- 



ing Committee. 

Although King spoke at the 
founding meeting of the SNCC there 
was a division between the SCLC 
and the SNCC. Even King's decision 
to join a student sit-in in Atlanta, 
October 1 960, did not ease the ten- 
sions, however, presidential candi- 
date John F. Kennedy's sympathetic 
telephone call to King's wife, Coretta 
Scott King, helped attract support for 
his campaign. 

In the Spring 1963, King 
and the SNCC guided mass demon- 
strations in Birmingham, Alabama, 
where local white police officials 
were known for their anti-black atti- 
tudes. The clashes at the protests made 
international news headlines. 

President Kennedy reacted 
to the protests by agreeing to submit 
broad civil rights legislation to Con- 
gress which eventually passed as the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. A mass 
demonstration of many communities 
gathered on August 28, 1963, where 
more than 250 000 protesters in Wash- 
ington D.C. listened to King's fa- 
mous speech "I Have a Dream". 

In 1 964 King became Time 
magazine's Man of the Year and in 
December 1964 was the recipient of 
the Nobel Peace Prize. Martin Luther 
King was assassinated April 4, 1968 
while seeking to assist a garbage 
worker's strike in Memphis.

Sojourner Truth 

It is rarely discussed, but Sojourner Truth fought for the deseg- 
regation of public transportation in Washington, DC during the Civil 
War. She refused to face the indignities of Jim Crow segregation on 
street cars and bad the Jim Crow car removed from the Washington DC 
system. Sojourner Truth brought a local street to a standstill when a 
driverrefused her passage. With tihie supportof the crowd,she forced the 
driver to carry her. During her legendary life, she challenged injustice 
wherever she saw it. She was an abolitionist, women's rights activist 
and preacher, 

B(MTi into slavery (as Isabella Baumfree) in upstate New York, 
Sojourner Tlruth obtained her freedom and moved to New York City. 
There, she began to work with organizations designed to assist women. 
She later became a traveling preacher and quickly developed a reputa- 
tion as a powerful speaker, A turning point in her life occurred when she 
visited the Northamptom Association of Massachusetts. The members 
of this association included many of the leading abolitionists and 
women's rights activists of her time. Among these people. Sojourner 
Truth discussed issues of the day and as a result of these discussions, 
became one of the first people in the country to link the oppression of 
black slaves with the oppression of women. 

As a speaker. Sojourner Truth became known for her quick wit and 
powerful presence. She would never be intimidated. Because of her; 
powerful speaking ability, independent sparit, and her six-foot frame, 
she was often accused of being a man. She ended that in Silver Lake, 
Indiana when she exposed her breast to the audience that accused her. 

Sojourner Truth lived a long and productive life. She spoke before 
Congress and two presidents. Sojourner Truth is best remembered for 
a speech she gave at a women's rights conference where she observed 
that no one was addressing the rights of black women. Her address reads 
ui parr. "Dat man ober dar say dat womin needs to be helped over 
carriges, and lifted ober ditches and to have the best place everywhere. 
Nobody eber helps he into carriages, or ober muddpuddles, or bigs me 
in any best place. And ain't I a woman? Look at me. Looka at me arm. 
I have ploughes and planted and gathered into bams and no man could 
head me! And ain't I a woman.!?" 





Elijah McCoy 



Elijah McCoy is a very interesting man. He was bom in Canada 
on May 2, 1 844. His parents were slaves in Kentucky, but before Elijah 
was bom, they escaped to Canada. When he was old enough, Elijah went 
to Scodand to smdy engineering. After that, he came to the United States 
and moved to Detroit. Since he was black, the only job he could get was 
as a machinist, even though he was a great student and had a superior 
education. While tending to the machines in a mill, he watched as the 
"grease monkeys" crawled around the machines oiling and lubricating 
them. Some of them were young boys and often were horribly injured 
or killed. However, this was the only way of lubricating the machines 
without turning them off. So, Elijah designed a cup that would slowly 
release oil into the machinery and allowed the machines to remain in 
motion while being oiled. Soon, every mill, factory, and machine shop 
wanted one of McCoy's inventions. Elijah McCoy started his own 
company and during his life, he invented and sold 57 different types of 
devices and machine parts, including an ironing board and a sprinkler. 
Soon, other companies began copying Elijah McCoy's devices. They 
never worked as well as Elijah's, so people would say, "I want a 
lubricator, and make sure it's the real McCoy." That's where the term, 
"the Real McCoy" began. 



Daniel Grafton Hill 

Daniel Grafton Hill, bom November 23, 1923 moved to Canada 
from the United States in 1950's to complete Graduate Studies. After 
World War Two Canada experienced a concerted effort to overturn the 
legacy of discrimination suffered by racial minorities. 

With a Ph.D. in Sociology from University of Toronto and a 
decade's experience with social causes. Hill became the first director of 
the Ont^io Human Rights Commission 1962-71. Under Hill's manage- 
ment the OHRC evolved innovative tactics that were copied in Canada 
and other countries. 

hi 1 97 1 Hill was the first full-time chairman of OHRC and in 1 973 
established a consulting fum in human rights with an international 
cHentele. HUl's publicadons on human rights and black history include 
Human Rights in Canada: A Focus on Racism (1977, 1986) and The 
Freedom Seekers: Blacks in Early Canada (1981). Hill became Provin- 
cial Ombudsman in 1 984, striving to m^e diat office a forceful outreach 
program towards traditionally excluded groups. 
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Matthew Alexander Henson 

This famous African-American was bom in poverty. He ran 
away from home at age 1 2 and went to sea all alone. Yet, he grew up to 
becooie one of the greatest of all Arctic explorers, whose long term 
partnership with Robert E. Peary allowed them to discover the North 
pole in 1909. Today, Matthew Henson is remembered as a truly 
remarkable and well-loved man; one who helped others, never spc^e 
unkindly or harbored anger, was enthusiastic, and highly skilled in many 
disciplines. When men were starving and no food could be hunted, 
Henson declared that he would find game - and he returned with fre:^ 
meat to keep them alive. When others could not go on, be carried them 
home. When even the indomitable Peary felt they were going to die, he 
gained courage when he looked into Matthew's face. The Inuit people 
made a legend of Henson, whom they called "Matthew, the kind one." 

Henson's partnership with Peary and the Inuits contributed to the 
-astounding success of the 1 909 North Pole expedition. However, what 
should have been a glorious public reception was turned into a bitter 
nightmare of controversy when hoaxer, con artist, and later Federal 
Prisoner #23 1 1 8. Dr. Frederick Cook, claimed he reached the Pole a year 
earlier. The public was divided and polarized by Dr. Cook for almost a 
year, until Coca's lies became his downfall and total disgrace. Perma- 
nent damage had been done to the honour of the 1 909 team. The public 
of 1 9 1 had no place for an Africa- American hero, so Henson was never 
given the recognition that he earned through the 18 years and 7 highly 
dangerous and difficult Arctic journeys he endured. 

Henson's biography, D^ Companion, was written in 1947. His 
entire life story was finally told. The book was a success and Matt began 
to be recognized for his vital role in reaching the Pole. He was 
interviewed by the press and on the radio. President Eisenhower hosted 
Matt and his wife, Lucy, at the White House. He died in 1955, Today 
his spirit lives on to inspire each new generation with tales of his courage, 
accomplishments, and exceptional character. 



Harry Jerome 

Hairy Jerome was bom in Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, September 
,30. 1940 and later lived in Vancouver, British Colombia. He is the first 
man to share the world 1 00 yard and 1 00 metre records for track and field. 

Jerome was Canada's Olympic representative for the summer Olym- 
pics in 1960, 1964, and 1968. Jerome won the bronze medal in the 100 
metre race at the i 964 Tokyo Olympics. He also won a gold medal in the 
100 metre race at the 1967 Pam- American Games. 

After retiring from track and field Jerome taught, consulted for Sport 
Canada and travelled Canada inspiring youngsters to try track and field 
sports. Harry Jerome died December 7, 1982.
